The  Birth  Rate  ( 15.0)  is  below  that  for  England  and  Wales  ( I 7.9) 


The  Death  Rate  (11.7)  is  slightly  higher  than  that  for  England  and 
Wales  (10.8). 

Deaths  from  Tuberculosis  were  4;  one  case  was  accompanied  by 
Silicosis. 

There  were  6 deaths  from  Carcinoma — three  being  of  Carcinoma  of 
the  Stomach,  one  of  Carcinoma  of  Prostate,  one  of  Carcinoma  of 
Bronchus,  and  one  of  Colon. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  due  to  causes  arising  from  Childbirth  was 

Nil. 

The  health  of  the  Area  during  the  year  was  fairly  good;  there  was 
a slight  Epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  during  January  and  February,  when 
17  cases  were  notified. 

Thirteen  cases  of  Pneumonia  we^e  notified,  with  one  death. 

Silicosis  was  the  cause  of  four  deaths. 

There  were  two  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year.  One  was  due  to 
Birth  Injuries,  and  one  to  Broncho-Pneumonia. 

The  Population  of  the  Area  is  still  decreasing,  due  to  decreasing 
Birth  Rate  and  migration  of  residents  to  more  prosperous  areas.  The 
population  is  286  less  than  it  was  in  1938. 

There  is  only  one  Colliery  now  in  the  Area,  and  the  majority  of 
the  workers  are  obliged  to  travel  to  outlying  districts  for  work. 

Pneumoconiosis  still  takes  its  toll  of  colliery  underground  workers, 
but  miners  are  now  granted  Compensation  at  earlier  stages  of  the  disease. 
With  the  new  Health  Service,  Pneumoconiosis  comes  under  the  Industrial 
Injuries  Act,  and  on  and  after  July  5th,  1948,  a person  reported  of  being 
suspected  of  suffering  from  Pneumoconiosis  is  first  X-Rayed.  If  he  does 
not  pass  this  scrutiny,  then  no  further  steps  can  be  taken;  but  he  has  the 
right  to  appeal  to  the  Medical  Board.  If  he  passes  the  X-Ray  sciutinv, 
he  is  examined  by  the  Medical  Board,  who  will  make  a decision:  — 

(a)  That  the  workman  is  suffering  from  Pneumoconiosis  accom- 
panied by  Tuberculosis,  when  he  is  suspended  from  the  industry 
and  awarded  a Pension. 

(b)  That  the  workman  is  suffering  solely  from  Tuberculosis,  when 
he  will  be  suspended  from  the  industry,  and  he  will  be  entitled 
to  apply  for  Sickness  Benefit. 
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(c)  That  the  workman  is  suffering  irom  Pneumoconiosis,  in  which 
case  an  assessment  is  made  ot  the  disablement,  and  he  is 
advised  whether  in  the  opinion  o(  tne  board  he  tliomd  continue 
to  work  in  any  process  ot  the  industry.  1 his  assessment  is  pro- 
visional, and  the  workman  will  Le  called  up  lor  periodical 
examination. 

A large  proportion  of  miners  suffering  Irom  Pneumoconiosis  are  fit 
for  light  and  moderate  heavy  work  in  approved  dust  iree  conditions,  and 
work  schemes  should  be  found  tor  these  unfortunate  miners  who,  aue  to 
no  fault  of  their  own,  have  become  victims  ot  this  disease. 

A great  deal  has  been  done  to  suppress  dust  at  Collieries.  Water 
Infusions  and  Spraying  have  been  veiy  successful  in  keepirg  the  dust  from 
the  atmosphere,  and  colliery  workers  should  see  that  all  tnese  aids  are 
efficiently  used. 

A new  Grenfell  Factory  has  been  built  at  Penybont,  and  has  been 
taken  over  by  Messrs. Cyc-Arc  Ltd.  Although  it  is  not  yet  in  produc- 
tion, it  is  hoped  that  it  will  absorb  a fair  pe.icentage  of  irneumoconiosis 
victims. 

1 he  Pullman  Spring-Filled  Factory  at  Ammanford  employs  a num- 
ber of  Pneumoconiosis  disabled  as  well  as  a large  number  of  female 
residents  of  this  area. 

Open-cast  Mining  has  started  at  one  site  in  the  area. 


Section  B.  GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA. 

With  the  advent  of  the  National  Pleaith  Service  Act,  1 946 , which 
came  into  force  on  July  f?th,  1948,  a number  of  changes  have  been  made, 
the  Public  Assistance  Committee  have  ceased.  1 he  Nursing  Associa- 
tion, which  has  done  excellent  work  in  the  past,  has  been  taken  over  by 
the  National  Pleaith  Service.  Ambulance  Services  come  under  a County 
Ambulance  Control  Centre,  which  controls  all  Ambulances  and  Cars  for 
sitting  patients,  with  the  result  that  there  is  more  co-operation  between 
different  areas. 

The  old  Vaccination  Acts  have  ceased;  Vaccination  is  no  longer 
compulsory,  but  Vaccination  is  still  advisable  before  the  infant  is  six 
months  old — and  is  undertaken  by  the  patient  s doctor,  free  of  charge. 

The  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Authority  consist  of  the  Clerk, 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Laboratory  Facilities. — Examination  of  Bacteriological  specimens 
for  Diphtheria,  Streptoccocol  infections,  Puerperal  infections  are  under- 
taken by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Penylan  Road,  Carmar- 
then. Sets  are  also  supplied  for  Special  Blood  examination  for  infec- 
tions. Vaccine  for  Vaccinations  and  Serum  for  protection  against  Measles 
is  supplied. 

District  Nurses. — There  are  two  Nurses  in  the  area,  one  at  Glan- 
amman  and  one  at  Garnant.  Both  have  their  S.R.N.  and  C.M.B.  Cer- 
tificates, and  undertake  Home  and  Maternity  Nursing,  and  are  very  effi- 
cient in  their  duties. 
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Ambulance  Facilities. — There  is  one  Ambulance  in  the  area,  wi  h 
one  day  and  one  night  driver.  Emergency  calls  are  responded  to  at  ail 
times  at  once,  but  tor  non-emergency  calls,  must  present  a certificate 
showing  that  the  patient  is  unable  to  travel  by  ordinary  means. 

Cars  are  provided  for  sitting  cases. 

Infectious  Diseases  are  conveyed  to  Hospital  by  Tumble  Isolation 
Hospital  Ambulances. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Centre. — Dr.  E.  G.  Grice,  Garnant,  is  in 
charge  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  which  is  held  every  fortnight.  Good 
work  is  done  in  the  instructing  of  mothers  in  the  health  and  progress  of 
the  infants. 

Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  held  at  1 .30-4  p.m.  on  Mondays  at  the  Amman 
Valley  Hospital.  Blood  Examinations  for  Blood  Group  ,ng  and  RH 
factors  are  undertaken,  together  with  periodic  Ante-Natal  examinations 
and  X-Ray  investigations  in  necessary  cases. 

Health  Visitors. — Nurse  Roberts  is  the  full-time  Health  Visitor 
and  School  Nurse.  She  also  attends  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  and  Infant 
Welfare  Centre,  and  is  invaluable  in  seeing  that  children  are  brought  for 
Vaccination  and  Immunisation  and  in  following-up  Tuberculosis  Cases. 

The  School  Medical  Service,  under  the  County  Authority,  pro- 
vide Specialists  for  the  treatment  of  Enlarged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids, 
Ophthalmic,  Dental  and  Orthopaedic  Cases. 

The  list  of  children  waiting  for  removal  of  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  is 
enormous,  and  great  delay  in  treatment  is  therefore  experienced. 

Maternity  Cases. — An  ever-increasing  number  of  cases  are  now 
admitted  to  Hospital  for  Confinement,  chiefly  due  to  lack  of  room  at 
home  and  due  to  the  difficulty  in  procuring  Elome  Help  during  this 
period.  Other  cases  are  attended  to  by  the  local  Midwives.  Difficult 
and  complicated  cases  are  admitted  to  Carmarthen  Infirmary. 

Mental  Defectives  are  admitted  to  Pantglas  Home. 

Mental  Health. — Mental  Cases  are  admitted  to  The  Joint  Counties 
Hospital,  Carmarthen.  Health  Welfare  Officers  have  been  appointed 
under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts  to  take  initial  proceedings 
in  providing  care  and  treatment  for  persons  suffer. ng  from  Mental  diseases. 

Tuberculosis. — Cases  are  seen  under  The  Chest  Clinic  (The  Welsh 
National  Memorial  Association  being  now  defunct).  Dr.  Icht  attends 
a Clinic  at  Ammanford  on  Tuesday  mornings.  Facilities  are  provided 
for  early  diagnosis  and  X-Ray  of  cases,  also  Bacteriological  examination 
of  Sputa  and  Pus. 

Maternity  Hospital  and  Hospitals  in  Area. — The  Amman  Valley 
Hospital  has  42  Beds  (14  Maternity).  Surgical,  Gynaecological, 
Ophthalmic,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat,  and  Maternity  Cases  are  admitted. 
Medical  Out-patients  are  held,  and  Physiotherapy  is  undertaken.. 

The  progress  made  by  the  Hospital  is  gratifying.  Work  has  com- 
menced on  a new  modern  Maternity  Block  of  22  Beds. 

An  X-Ray  Plant  has  been  installed  and  a Physiotherapy  Unit  has 
been  opened.  Emergency  cases  are  treated  at  Swansea  and  Morriton 
Morriston  Elospital, 
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Venereal  Diseases  are  treated  at  Llanelly  and  Swansea  Hospital. 

Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care  is  confined  chiefly  at 
present  to  persons  suffering  from  1 iiberculosis  or  Malignant  Disease,  and 
where  necessary  to  their  families.  I he  County  Health  Committee  will 
take  every  possible  step  to  facilitate  treatment  of  these  cases  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  infection.  In  necessito'  s cases  extra  nourishment,  clothing 
bedding  on  loan,  and  sick-room  requisites  are  provided.  1 he  National 
Assistance  Board  provide  financial  assistance  to  necessitous  cases.  Health 
Visitors  keep  Tuberculosis  patients  under  observation. 

Home  Help  is  provided  to  mothers  during  Confinement  at  home, 
and  to  sick  people  who  have  no  relations  to  attend  them.  Applications 
for  Home  Help  must  be  sent  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
Shire  Hall,  Carmarthen.  The  number  of  Home  Helps  available  is 
limited,  and  persons  desiring  to  join  this  Service  should  apply  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer. 


Section  C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. — The  Supply  of  Water  to  the  Area  has  improved, 
but  there  still  some  shortage  during  the  Summer  months  in  the  higher 
parts  of  the  Area.  The  Water  Supply  has  been  increased  due  to  an 
extra  supply  from  the  Loughor  Joint  Water  Board.  It  is  intended  to  re- 
lay the  Water  Mains  throughout  the  district  with  Asbestos  Pipes,  and 
extra  Storage  Tanks  are  to  be  installed.

Swimming  Baths. — There  are  no  Swimming  Baths  in  the  Urban 
Area.

Camping  Sites. — There  are  no  Camping  Sites  in  the  Area, 

Scl.ools. — The  Sanitarj  condition  of  the  Schools  is  satisfatco-y 
Meals  are  provided  for  the  children  at  Schools,  also  Milk  at  reduced 
prices.  It  was  not  necessary  to  close  the  Schools  due  to  any  Epidemic. 

Special  Classes  of  Premises  subject  to  Control  of  Local  Authority. 
— There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  Area,  nor  are  there  any 
Registered  Houses  let  in  lodgings. 

Meat  and  Other  Goods. — Foodstuffs  exposed  for  sale  in  the  shops 
are  examined  in  order  to  protect  the  Public  from  the  consumption  of  un- 
sound food. 

Bakehouses. — Inspections  of  Bakehouses  show  that  they  are  clean 
and  in  good  Sanitary  condition. 

Infectious  Diseases. — Free  Disinfectants  are  supplied  by  the  Coun- 
ci1,  and  rooms  are  fumigated  after  the  period  of  Isolation  is  ended,  or 
immediately  the  patient  is  removed  to  Hospital. 

No  facilities  exist  in  the  district  for  the  cleansing  of  Verminous  per- 
sons nor  their  goods. 

Control  of  Rats  and  Mice. — Under  the  terms  of  the  Infection  Order 
considerable  work  has  been  done  in  an  effort  to  control  the  Rat  popula- 
tion. One  Operative  is  kept  on  the  work  constantly,  and  the  Rats  have, 
from  all  evidence,  been  greaily  reduced. 

Public  Conveniences. — Two  Lavatories  are  to  be  erected,  one  at  the 
Raven  Square,  Garnant,  and  one  at  Glanamman  Scuare.  The  Public 
Urinal  at  Bethel  is  to  be  demolished,  and  the  one  at  Gorsygarnant  to  be 
renovated. 

Children’s  Playgrounds. — Playgrounds  have  not  yet  been  opened, 
but  it  is  intended  to  open  one  at  the  Raven  Yard,  Garnant,  and  another 
at  Penybont  Field,  Glanamman.  Equipment  has  been  ordered,  but  has 
not  yet  been  delivered.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  project  will  be  car- 
ried out  during  the  coming  year,  as  this  Area  is  the  only  one  in  West 
Wales  that  has  not  yet  made  provision  for  Playing  Fields  for  children.

During  the  year  54  new  Council  Houses  have  been  completed;  32 
houses  on  the  Maes-yr-Hendre  Site,  and  22  houses  on  the  Maesgrenig 
Site.

Section  F.  Prevalence  of  and  Control  of  Infectious  and  Other 

Diseases. 

There  was  a mild  Epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  during  January  and 
February.  Seventeen  cases  were  notified.  Eight  cases  were  treated  in 
Hospital.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Thirteen  cases  of  Pneumonia  occurred,  with  one  death. 

Measles  were  not  very  prevalent;  only  19  cases  were  recorded. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria.  1 he  disappearance  of  Diph- 
theria is  due  to  the  protection  conferred  by  Immunisation. 

During  1948,  126  children  from  0-5  years  completed  full  Primary 
Course  of  Immunisation;  31  children  received  a reinforcing  injection. 

Infectious  Diseases  are  sent  to  Tumble  Isolation  Hospital . 

1 eiminal  dis  nfection  of  Tuberculosis  and  Scarlet  Tever  is  carried 
out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Prevention  o)  Blindness. — Examinations  under  this  A:t  are  carried 
out  as  occasion  arises.  There  is  a Centre  at  Ammanford,  usually  on  the 
day  the  Srhool  Eye  Clinic  is  held.  Cases  are  also  examined  at  their 
homes. 
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tuberculosis. — Contacts  with  Tuberculosis  cases  are  examinted  and 
X-Rayed.  No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  nor  under  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  re  Compulsory  Removal  to  Plospilal  of  Person  Suffering  from 
Tuberculosis.
